A FRONTIER WOMAN CONSIDERS THE NEWS 


I accompanied my husband to 
the trading post this month 
I 
thought that it might be my last 
chance to leave and I really did 
need to see to some supplies 
before winter closes in 
The 
thought of winter is almost as 
dreary as the thought of the 
war. I was so anxious to hear the 
news from the East 
There were two men at the 
trading post recruiting men for 
the Benedict Arnold exposition 
to Canada. It is reported that 
Captain Daniel Morgan and his 
Virginian riflem en 
w ill 
a c­ 
company Arnold 
There 
was 
a 
m isun­ 
derstanding at the Battery, New 
York City. It seems the New 
York Provincal Congress had 
resolved that the cannon in the 
Battery be dismantled and 
taken to a secure location. Just 
after midnight. Captain John 
Lamb and about sixty men set to 
work on the dismantling British 
Captain George Vandeput of 
HMS Asia, anchored nearby, 
sent a barge of armed men to 
investigate the ..cavity which 
had been noticed at the Battery 
When they learned what Lamb 
and his men were doing, those 
on 
the 
barge 
fired 
a 
shot 
probably as a signal to the Asia 
Lamb's men fired on the barge, 
and it returned to the Asia with 
one man killed. Meanwhile the 
Asia fired a few shots at the 
Battery, whereupon the church 
bells were rung in alarm and 
drums beat the signal to arm. 
Several buildings near the shore 
were damaged, but no one in 
New 
York 
City 
was 
killed 
Believing that the town would be 
sacked and 
burned, 
many 
families fled the area with a few 
belongings. I talked with three 
such families and they told me 
of this incident. How taut the 
nerves are! 
How 
suspicious 
people have become of the 
actions of others! How quickly 
and precariously guns are fired' 
A family moving west from 
upper New York State reported 
that General Sehulyer had 
marched Iron) Fort Ticonderoga 


with one thousand troops. It 
would seem 
that 
they were 
headed for St Johns in Canada. 
The most discouraging news 
was brought by a rider as we 
were preparing to return home. 
Most of the news still left some 
hope for a cessation of the war 
and 
the conceivability of a 
reconciliation, but the news this 
rider brought certainly dam­ 
pened these hopes. He reported

Branch 
Petition 
which 
the Second 
Continental 
Congress 
had 
adopted and had sent to London 
by loyalist Richard Penn. 
Perhaps the Sons of Liberty 
are right in holding the King

problems. The hope for peace in 
the near future certainly seems 
dismal 


KING REFUSES PETITION 
The British government has 
revealed a more and more in 
flexible attitude. 
In 
August. 
1775. George III refused even to 
read 
a 
compilatory 
petition, 
known as the Olive Branch 
Petition, 
from 
the Second 
Continental Congress, but in­ 
stead he denounced the “ diverse 
wicked and desperate persons” 
leading the Am ericans. He 
called on loyal subjects to bring 
the American leaders to justice 
as traitors. At this time the 
British punishment for treason 
is as follows: 
...that the offender be 
drawn on a hurdle to the 
place of execution, that 
there he be hanged by the 
neck but not till he be dead, 
that while yet alive he be 
disembowelled and that 
then his body be divided 
into four quarters, the head 
and each quarter to be at 
the disposal of the crown. 
The Olive Branch Petition 
was drafted by John Dickinson 
in which he stated. “ We have 
not raised armies with am 
bilious designsof separating 
from Great Britain.” He ap 
pealed to the King for relief 
from Parliament and professed 
the attachment of the American 
people to the King He stated 
that the Americans continued to 
open meetings with prayers for 
the health of the King Further 
he stated the Americans’ hopes 
for peace and asked for a 
cessation 
of 
hostilities 
until 
reconciliation 
could 
be 
negotiated 


John Adams opposed the 
petition. When it was presented. 
he sprang to his feet and shouted 
it was an act of imbecility. He 
declared that enough time had 
been spent on unanswered 
petitions, and tha* with the 
earth still loose over fifty New' 
England graves and the British 
ships of war coming ever 
nearer, they needed to get to the 
business 
of 
defending 
the 
continent After a confrontation 
with Dickinson, he agreed to 
vote for the petition in the name 
of unity. 
The 
Second 
Continental 
Congress did adopt the petition. 
It was taken to London by 
loyalist Richard Penn

Upon rushing to the w indows we 
saw that the building of our 
neighbor Mr Howell were all

hurriedly 
dressing, we raced through the 
woods to try to help, but we w ere 
stopped by Mrs Howell and the 
children who were fleeing They 
told of how they were awakened 
by shouting and banging on 
their 
doors. 
The 
barn 
was 
already a fire. The Mrs and 
the children were told to flee or 
be burned alive. The intruders 
seized Mr. Howell and started 
covering him 
with 
tar 
and 
feathers while taunting him for 
being a Tory. Those were the 
screams of Mr. Howell that had 
awakened us. We asked the 
family to come to our house, but 
they felt it might bring the 
vengeance of the mob to us; 
therefore, the family traveled 
into the village. Mrs.Howell told 
us she would seek a house with 
the top of the chimney painted 
black as that would indicate 
refuge for a Tory. We only hope 
that they found safety. 
My dear husband went on 
through the woods, hoping to 
offer aid to Mr Howell He said 
that help was hopeless, but he 
had witnessed a most heart- 
wrenching scene. Poor Mr 
Howell in only his cloak of tar 
and feathers was being joust led 
on a rail as his tormentors 
marched around his burning 
house. 
We do not know whether the 
Howells were really Tories. It 
was not our policy to discuss 
politics 
with 
our 
neighbors 
However, we know of others 
who 
were 
not 
Tories 
but 
neutrals who suffered such 
abuse We fear that we might be 
next. 
Today we have loaded the 
wagon with the items that we 
consider essential. That was 
difficult; we found ourselves 
loading and unloading many 
things that we would have liked 
to take It is with a heavy heart 
that I leave so many loved 
possessions behind, but there 
was just so much room We will 
lock 
the 
house 
and 
maybe 
someday return to it or to get 
the rest of our belongings. 
As the sun rises, we shall face 
the unknown and start our tred 
to the frontier We shall seek the 
peace we once knew here. I hope 
that someday I will be able to 
see you, my dear sister, again 
This has been a terrible decision 
to make, but staying here could 
be more terrible. Pray for us 
and for the peace that is so 
needed.

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THE KIGHT OF SELF-D EFEN SE 


The United States Supreme Court has ruled 6 to 
3 that a mentally competent person accused of a 
crime has a constitutional right to refuse profes­ 
sional legal assistance and conduct his own de­ 
fense. 
Justice Potter Stewart wrote for the majority 
that in guaranteeing a fair trial the Sixth Amend­ 
ment “grants to the accused person the right to 
make his defense.” He added that this “right” was 
“necessarily implied” although not stated in the 
Constitution in so many words. 
Dissenting, Justice Hugo A. Black accused the 
majority of writing into the Constitution the old 
saying among lawyers that “one who is his own 
lawyer has a fool for a client.” 
It is true that most lawyers who are defendants 
in court allow other lawyers to defend them, on 
the same principle that makes most doctors who 
are ailing go to other doctors for diagnosis and 
treatment. It is an observable human trait that one 
who is personally involved in a problem is not 
likely to bring as much objectivity to its resolution 
as would an outside professional. 
Still Justice 
Black's 
statement 
about 
fools, 
which may be essentially true, does not answer the 
question of whether it is the function of any 
branch of the government to forcibly protect a fool 
from himself. We think it is not. 
The majority appears to be on sound logical 
grounds in saying tnat “It is one thing to hold that 
every defendant, rich or poor, has the right to the 
assistance of counsel and quite another to say that 
a state may compel a defendant to accept a lawyer 
he does not want.” 
In a second dissent, Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger wrote that “in all but an extraordinary 
number of cases an accused will lose whatever 
defense he may have if he undertakes to conduct 
the trial himself.” He may be right but, again, is it 
the state’s function to tell a defendant, in effect, 
“We can defend you better than you can defend 
yourself, therefore we will, so sit down and shut 
up while we defend you”? 
It’s true as the minority said that the decision 
could cause some mischief in the courts. A non-law­ 
yer defendant, not familiar with court procedure 
or the rules of evidence, could delay the trial by 
his ignorance. He might also say more to condemn 
himself than a professional lawyer assigned to de­ 
fend him would permit him to say. 
However, we can see no way of assailing the 
majority view that the right of self-defense against 
legal charges implies the right to defend one’s self, 
and to decline to have someone else do so by order 
of the very court that is conducting the case.

The department,

reply, 
said it is already offering some 
special aid to small farmers 
and is also trying to help them 
stay on their farms by finding 
new sources of nonfarm in­ 
come. 
Assistant 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Robert 
W. 
Long 
summed up the agency’s view 
of 
the 
GAO 
proposals 
by 
writing 
bluntly 
that. 
“no 
further action 
on 
the 
GAO 
recommendation would be sug­ 
gested at this tim e.” 
The GAO, a congressional 
agency, contended that many 
small 
farmers 
have 
been 
unable 
to 
adopt 
the 
new 
production technology and mar­ 
keting methods which govern 
ment 
research 
has 
helped 
develop for larger farms. 
But small farmers could be 
helped to produce more and 
make a better living out of 
agriculture if the Agriculture 
Department would sponsor re­ 
search and education programs

needs,the report contended. It 
said the Agriculture D epart­ 
ment should conduct studies to

America.” Rose said he strong­ 
ly urged the agency to act

T he season for fresh sweet cherries from the Pacific Northwest 
begins in mid-June 
and co n tin u es 
into August, with the peak 
supply in July. T o 
keep th em at their best, store fresh sweet 
cherries in plastic bags in the refrigerator. Wash only as they are 
used. 
Because the fresh sweet c h erry season is so short, plan to freeze 
so m e of these sum m er jewels for year ’round enjoym ent. Simply 
pack whole washed cherries into freezer containers, leaving pits 
an d stems intact. C over securely and freeze. Pitted cherries may 
also he frozen, using either a d ry sugar or syrup pack. 


Sweet Cherry Custard Ring 
2 cups Northwest fresh 
sweet 
Va teaspoon salt 
cherries 
I teaspoon vanilla 
3 eggs, slightly beaten 
2 cups milk, scalded 
Va cup sugar 
Mint, for garnish 
Store fresh sweet cherries in plastic bag in the refrigerator until 
time to use. Wash just before serving. For custard, combine eggs, 
sugar, salt and vanilla. Cool milk slightly and add to egg mixture. 
Pour into buttered 3-cup ring mold. Place in shallow pan con­ 
taining Vi-inch hot water. Bake at 325 degrees for 40 minutes, 
or until custard tests done. Cool. Unmold on serving plate and 
chill. To serve, fill center of ring with fresh sweet cherries. Garnish 
with mint. Makes 4 to 6 servings.
